Steamshovels,  bulldozers  and  crews  of  workmen  have  descend- 
ed on  the  building  site  at  Rideau  and  Chapel  Streets  as  the  con- 
tractor begins  all-out  operations  on  the  final  phase  of  the  Community 
Center  building  program. 

Announcement  of  the  award  of  a $662,000  contract  to  James 
More  and  Sons,  Ltd.  climaxes  a sixteen-year  period  of  planning 
and  fund-raising  which  began  in  November  of  1943. 

The  decision  to  award  the  contract  was  greatly  influenced 
by  a new  contribution  of  $150,000  to  the  building  fund  made 
by  the  Beth  Shalom  Congregation. 


Occupancy  Within  Twelve  Months 


Two  units  have  been  built  since 
the  project  began.  The  first,  com- 
pleted in  June  of  1951  contained 
the  auditorium,  social  hall  and 
games  room,  kitchen  facilities  and 
several  meeting  rooms  for  youth 
and  adult  groups. 

The  second  wing,  opened  in 
September,  1956  brought  the  Syna- 
gogue facilities  and  the  shell  of 
the  gymnasium  into  being. 

The  new  three-storey  building 
fronting  on  Chapel  Street  will  con- 
tain eight  classrooms  and  a double 
nursery-kindergarten  for  the  Tal- 


mud Torah,  greatly  expanded  facili- 
ties for  youth  activities  of  all  kinds, 
a lunchroom-cafeteria  and  adminis- 
tration space. 

The  contract  also  provides  for 
the  completion  of  the  gymnasium, 
showers  and  locker  rooms  for  men 
and  women,  a health  club  with 
steam  rooms,  two  handball  courts 
and  a special  exercise  room. 

Occupancy  is  scheduled  for  with- 
in ten  to  twelve  months.  Thus, 
together  with  the  work  already  in 
progress  on  the  West  End  Talmud 
Torah,  the  whole  building  program 
is  being  realized.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  Freiman  will  be  honoured  by  the  Jewish 
community  on  Sunday  evening,  April  5 on  the  occasion  of  their  25th 
Wedding  Anniversary.

Council  and  a group  of  friends  will  be  held  at  the  Jewish  Community 
Center  beginning  at  8:30  p.m.

The  evening  will  also  provide  an  opportunity  to  express  felicita- 
tions to  Mr.  Freiman  on  his  fiftieth  birthday.

To  Head  1959 
United  Appeal 

Bertram  Loeb,  president  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Council  has  an- 
nounced that  Alex  Betcherman. 
guiding  spirit  in  almost  every  phase 
of  communal  endeavour  in  Ottawa, 
has  accepted  the  chairmanship  of 
the  1959  United  Jewish  Appeal. 
He  succeeds  Lawrence  Freiman, 
now  president  of  the  Zionist  Or- 
ganization of  Canada. 

“Mr.  Betcherman’s  willingness  to 
assume  this  major  responsibility 
will  be  warmly  welcomed  by  the 
entire  community”,  said  Mr.  Loeb. 
Citing  Mr.  Betcherman’s  dedicated 
efforts  on  behalf  of  Israel  for 
many  years,  Mr.  Loeb  stated  that 

we  particularly  need  the  kind  of 
dynamic  leadership  with  which  he 
is  endowed  in  this  year  of  rising 
needs  and  the  Roumanian  exodus”. 

A former  chairman  of  the  United 
Palestine  Appeal,  Mr.  Betcherman 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  in  Ottawa 
and  has  occupied  top  positions  in 
the  organization  from  its  inception. 

A successful  business  executive 
and  keen  sportsman,  Mr.  Betcher- 
man finds  time  to  serve  as  a vice- 
president  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Center,  vice-president  of  Congrega- 
tion Beth  Shalom,  a vice-chairmah 
of  the  Ottawa  Israel  Bond  Com- 
mittee, a vice-president  of  the  Ot- 


In  a letter  addressed  to  the  en- 
tire community  on  March  17, 
Bernard  M.  Alexandor,  Q.C.,  presi- 
dent of  the  Center  drew  attention 
to  the  financial  aspects  of  the 
construction  program  when  he 
stated  : 

“The  Board  of  Directors  is  fully 
aware  of  the  serious  responsibility 
of  making  the  decision  to  proceed 
at  this  time  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  construction  costs  and  carry- 
ing charges  will  far  exceed  the 
$400,000  pledged  to  the  Communi- 
ty Center  Completion  Campaign  in 
1957. 

“We  have  been  able  to  arrange 
interim  financing  with  the  Cana- 
dian Bank  of  Commerce,  but  will 
still  be  faced  with  the  necessity 
of  devising  means  of  amortizing 
the  substantial  debt  which  will  re- 
main at  the  end  of  the  life  of  the 
present  five-year  campaign. 


“The  Board  felt  justified  in 
taking  these  steps  in  the  confidence 
that  you  will  continue  to  give  the 
loyalty  and  effort  which  has  made 
this  achievement  possible.  I know 
that  we  can  count  on  you  for  con- 
tinued support  in  the  future.” 

According  to  the  architects,  good 
progress  is  being  made  on  both 
the  excavation  phase  and  the  in- 
stallation of  plumbing  on  the  lower 
levels  of  the  existing  building.  Spe- 
cifications called  for  work  to  be 
done  simultaneously  on  the  Talmud 
Torah  and  gymnasium. 

Within  the  next  few  days,  con- 
tributors will  receive  statements 
asking  for  payment  of  the  second 
instalment  of  pledges  made  to  the 
Completion  Campaign.  Funds  are 
urgently  required  to  make  progress 
payments  to  the  contractor  and  to 
keep  bank  borrowing  as  low  as 
possible. 


He  is  one  of  the  recipients  of 
the  Ottawa  B’nai  B’rith  “Citizen 
of  the  Year  Award”,  and  the  Jew- 
ish National  Fund  Council  of  Ot- 
tawa recently  planted  a grove  of 
rees  in  his  honour  in  the 
Forest  in  Israel.  Mr.  Bet- 
cherman visited  the  State  of  Israel 
several  years  ago  and  keeps  in  close 
touch  with  developments  there. 

The  campaign  to  be  launched 
this  month  will  seek  to  raise  maxi- 
mum funds  for  Israel,  Overseas 
Relief  and  Rehabilitation,  Local 
Community  Services,  and  the  Spe- 
cial Rescue  Fund  for  East-Euro- 
pean  Jewry.  Plans  are  being  de- 
veloped now  and  further  details 
will  be  announced  shortly.

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Canadian  Jewry  Unites 
To  Cope  With  Exodus 


More  than  100  leaders  of  na- 
tional Jewish  organizations  have 
pledged  Canadian  Jewry  to  in- 
creased financial  support  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  in  view  of 
the  gigantic  East  European  exodus 
to  Israel. 

The  historic  meeting  held  on 
March  8 in  Toronto  was  called  into 
session  by  Samuel  Bronfman  and 
Lawrence  Freiman,  co-chairmen  of 
the  National  Fund  Raising  Council 
for  Israel  and  Overseas.  The 
diversified  groups  were  assem- 
bled to  take  common  action  on 
the  migration  which  was  de- 
scribed as  "of  deepest  concern”  to 
the  Jews  of  the  world. 

Leaders  of  the  conference  called 
upon  members  of  the  participating 
organizations  to  give  “maximum 
support”  to  a special  nation-wide 
fund-raising  campaign  for  $1,600,- 
000  as  Canada’s  share  in  financing 
the  transport  and  resettlement  of 
unprecedented  numbers  of  immi- 
grants from  Roumania  this  year. 
This  amount  is  in  addition  to  the 
regular  national  quota  of  $6,000,000 
in  support  of  Israel  and  overseas 
needs. 

The  emigration  and  its  impact 
on  Israel’s  people  was  described 
by  Israel  Ambassador  to  Canada 
Arthur  Lourie,  Mr.  Freiman  and 
Mr.  Bronfman. 

Ambassador  Lourie  termed  the 
sudden  emigration  from  Roumania 
and  Eastern  Europe  “one  of  an  ut- 
most urgency”.  He  called  atten- 
tion to  the  determination  of  Israel 


to  “do  its  share  and  more  than  its 
share”  and  added  “but  without  the 
unstinted  participation  of  our 
fellow  Jews  in  the  free  world  we 
shall  not  succeed”. 

Mr.  Freiman  said  that  the  vast 
human  need  resulting  from  the 
pressure  of  immigration  "was  a 
matter  of  honour,  a responsibility 
to  be  accepted  by  the  Canadian 
Jewish  community  and  Jews 
throughout  the  world  rather  than 
shouldered  by  hard-pressed  Israel 
alone.” 

Mr.  Bronfman  called  attention 
to  the  multitude  of  problems  creat- 
ed for  Israel  by  the  sudden  influx 
of  tens  of  thousands  of  immigrants 
and  asked  the  delegates  to  take 
back  to  their  organizations  and 
communities  “a  deep  personal  un- 
derstanding of  this  massive  emer- 
gency facing  our  people”.  He 
urged  “top  priority  giving”  to  help 
meet  the  needs  of  the  newcomers. 

To  this  end,  the  Toronto  meet- 
ing approved  plans  for  immediate 
and  unified  action  to  deal  with  the 
crisis  by  adopting  a resolution  call- 
ing for  the  creation  of  increased 
goals  in  campaigns  throughout 
Canada.  Complete  text  of  the  res- 
olution is  reprinted  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Freiman,  the 
Ottawa  delegation  included  Ber- 
tram Loeb,  president  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Council  and  national 
chairman  of  the  United  Israel  Ap- 
peal and  Hy  Hochberg,  executive 
director  of  the  Ottawa  campaign. 


Text  of  the  Resolution  Adopted 
by  Leaders  of  National 
Jewish  Organizations 

1.  After  years  of  despair  at  the  blockage  of  Jewish  emigra- 
tion from  Eastern  Europe,  the  recent  release  of  thousands  of 
families  from  Roumania,  Poland  and  elsewhere  has  electrified 
the  State  of  Israel  and  Jews  throughout  the  world  with  the 
hope  of  reuniting  this  lost  segment  of  Jewry  with  its  people. 

2.  Israel  alone  awaits  them  with  open  gates  and  open 
arms  and  their  migration  and  settlement  there  represents  the 
primary  pre-occupation  of  world  Jewry  today. 

3.  Realistically,  the  joy  of  this  reunion  has  to  be  measured 
against  the  hard  fact  of  paying  for  its  costs,  which  cannot 
be  met  out  of  ordinary  campaigns.  Funds  will  have  to  be 
provided  above  and  beyond  those  of  previous  appeals.  Yet 
we  are  assured  that  these  greater  efforts  will  be  more  than 
justified  not  only  through  the  fact  of  their  having  assisted  in 
the  redemption  of  people  but  also  because  these  people  will 
give  new  strength  to  the  redemption  of  the  land. 

4.  The  Jewish  Community  of  Canada  therefore  proudly 
proclaims  that  it  will  exert  a supreme  effort  to  ensure  its 
maximum  part  in  the  crucial  task  of  permanently  settling 
Roumanian  Jewry  in  Israel. 

5.  To  this  end  it  will  create  additional  goals  in  special 
campaigns  in  the  Jewish  communities  of  Canada  commen- 
surate with  the  weight  of  the  financial  task  which  Israel  must 
face.  The  officers  and  representatives  of  the  organizations 
and  fund-raising  groups  here  assembled  pledge  their  support 
to  the  national  fund-raising  programme  stated  here  and  their 
undivided  efforts  for  the  practical  realization  of  these  ob- 
jectives, and  they  undertake  to  enroll  the  active  participation 
of  the  organizations  which  they  represent. 

6.  The  conference  also  endorses  the  action  of  the  National 
Fund  Raising  Council  in  bringing  before  Canadian  Jewry  the 
story  of  this  migration.  The  conference  further  goes  on  record 
to  request  that  the  present  resolution  be  widely  distributed 
among  the  Jewish  public,  to  individuals,  community  leader- 
ship and  organizations.

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Concrete  Steps  Taken  To

Bertram  Loeb,  president  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Council  has  an- 
nounced that  serious  study  has 
been  given  in  recent  weeks  to 
ways  and  means  of  dealing  with 
individuals  who  fail  to  meet  their 
responsibilities  to  the  community. 
Equally  important  has  been  the 
whole  question  of  raising  standards 
of  giving  generally. 

Matters  were  brought  to  a head 
early  in  the  year  when  it  became 
apparent  that  the  1959  United 
Jewish  Appeal  would  require  an 
unprecedented  effort  on  the  part 
of  every  contributor. 

Aside  from  the  special  fund 
which  has  been  created  to  cope 
with  the  mass  exodus  of  Jews  from 
Roumania  and  other  Eastern  Eu- 
ropean countries,  the  1959  cam- 
paign faces  greatly  increased  de- 
mands for  its  regular  budgetary 
needs. 

While  campaign  revenues  haye 
remained  more  or  less  static  in 
recent  years,  costs  of  operating 
the  Talmud  Torah,  the  B’nai  B’rith 
Camp,  the  Jewish  Community  Cen- 
ter and  other  beneficiaries  in  Ot- 
tawa have  risen  considerably. 
Local  institutions  have  been  forced 
to  go  into  deficit  financing,  and 
if  the  situation  does  not  improve, 
budgets  will  have  to  be  pared  and 
badly-needed  services  curtailed. 

Faced  with  this  situation,  the 
Vaad  Ha’Ir  created  a United  Jew-

This  group  met  several  times  in 
an  atmosphere  of  complete  under- 
standing and  co-operation.  There 
has  been  unanimous  agreement
